Peers  learn  to  lend  a  helping  hand

Two  by  two,  the  students 
and  teachers  walked  to 
the  center  of  the  circle, 
said  a  few  words,  handed 
each  other  a  shirt,  and  re¬ 
turned  to  their  seats.  With 
this  informal  ceremony,  the 
Peer  Outreach  retreat  came 
to  a  close.  On  October  28 
and  29,  more  than  50  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers  from  the 
high  school  participated  in 
the  retreat,  held  at  Alex’s 
Place  in  the  YMCA  of  Mar¬ 
tha’s  Vineyard.  The  retreat’s 
purpose  was  to  teach  all  par¬ 
ticipants,  each  of  whom  was 
chosen  by  fellow  students, 
how  to  make  the  school  a 
safer  place,  and  how  to  bet¬ 
ter  deal  with  issues  among 
their  peers. 

The  program  began  nine 
years  ago  with  instruction 
from  the  director  of  guidance 
Mike  McCarthy  to  newly 
hired  adjustment  counselor 
Amy  Lilavois,  “1  had  the  basis 
from  a  similar  program  at  a 
school  Mr.  McCarthy  previ¬ 
ously  worked  at  in  Connecti¬ 
cut,”  said  Ms.  Lilavois.  “The 
idea  behind  it  was  to  make 


the  school  safer  and  more 
compassionate.” 

In  order  to  create  a  diverse 
and  representative  group,  a 
key  component  of  Peer  Out¬ 
reach  has  been  that  its  mem¬ 
bers  are  selected  by  a  student 
vote.  Ms.  Lilavois  said,  “The 
thing  that’s  so  important 
is  that  it’s  peer  nominated, 
so  you  get  students  from 
all  social  circles.  It’s  not  a 
popularity  contest.  Students 
nominate  those  people  that 
they  truly  feel  comfortable 
talking  to.” 


The  hope  behind  Peer 
Outreach  is  to  more  ad¬ 
equately  equip  each  student 
and  teacher  involved  in  the 
program  with  the  tools  to 
recognize  and  remedy  issues 
among  their  peers.  Some  of 
the  key  skills  that  are  taught 
throughout  the  retreat  are 
how  to  be  a  better  listener, 
how  to  address  when  some¬ 
one  may  need  help,  and  how 
to  diagnose  the  severity  of 
an  issue. 

Senior  Galya  Walt,  a 
student  facilitator  for  this 


year’s  retreat,  said,  “It's  a 
time  to  reflect  on  how  we 
treat  others,  and  how  we  are 
as  friends.  It  also  teaches 
students  about  the  severity 
of  certain  issues  they  may 
think  they  can  handle,  and 
encourages  them  to  find  an 
adult.”  Senior  Kyle  Dostal, 
also  a  facilitator  this  year, 
echoed  a  similar  sentiment 
as  he  said,  “It  makes  the 
school  safer  by  teaching  kids 
how  to  handle  difficult  situ¬ 
ations.” 

The  program  has  made  a 
notable  difference  through¬ 
out  the  school,  and  on  the 
individuals  who  take  part  in 
the  retreat.  Senior  Dunovan 
Belisle,  a  participant  in  this 
year’s  retreat,  said,  “Coming 
out  of  the  retreat,  I  feel  much 
more  comfortable  helping 
people  with  their  problems.” 

Galya  shared  a  similar 
statement,  as  she  said,  “1 
don’t  know  if  more  people 
will  come  to  me  to  talk,  al¬ 
though  I  hope  they  would, 
but  it  definitely  made  me 
a  better  listener  and  more 
aware  of  subtle  cues  that  in¬ 
dicate  someone  needs  help.” 

lunior  Kaitlyn  Marchand 
said,  “1  learned  a  lot  about 
myself  and  how  to  be  a  good 


friend  to  others  and  be  a 
good,  attentive  listener.” 

Special  education  teacher 
Ryan  Kent  said,  “A  key  com¬ 
ponent  for  me  was  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  learn  and  work 
with  students  1  may  never 
have  had  a  chance  to  work 
with.  I  now  know  way  more 
students  and  can  access 
them  for  support  just  as  far 
more  students  know  me  and 
can  find  me  if  needed.” 

Due  to  funding  and  lo¬ 
gistical  issues,  it  would  be 
nearly  impossible  to  have 
each  and  every  student  in 
the  high  school  go  through 
the  program,  though  Ms. 
Lilavois  regrets  that  it  is  not 
possible.  “I  wish  that  every 
student  could  take  part,”  she 
said,  “though  it  is  great  that 
there  are  even  100  students 
who  might  now  approach  me 
for  help  with  an  issue,  that 
might  not  have  in  the  past.” 

Mr.  Kent  said,  “Those  who 
attended  now  know  each 
other  on  a  different  level.  We 
shared  a  common  experi¬ 
ence  and  grew  together  as  a 
result.” 

There  is  an  effort  this 
year  to  make  the  group  even 
more  inclusive,  though. 

With  the  help  of  a  few  mem¬ 


bers  of  Peer  Outreach,  Ms. 
Lilavois  has  started  Peer 
Outreach  Club,  which  meets 
after  school  on  Thursdays, 
and  is  open  to  all  who  wish 
to  come.  The  goal  of  the 
club  is  to  teach  many  of  the 
skills  learned  in  the  retreat, 
and  participate  in  meaning¬ 
ful  discussion  about  issues 
throughout  the  school. 

Martha’s  Vineyard  Re¬ 
gional  High  School  Peer 
Outreach  has  left  a  lasting 
impact  on  the  atmosphere 
of  the  building  in  which  its 
members  study  and  work.  Its 
founder,  Ms.  Lilavois,  said.  “I 
think  our  school  would  be  a 
very  different  place  without 
it.  I  really  do  think  my  num¬ 
ber  one  referral  source  is 
students.  1  think  our  school 
is  unique  in  that  so  many 
students  come  to  guidance 
and  teachers  with  their  prob¬ 
lems.”  The  experience  from 
the  Peer  Outreach  retreat 
has  had  long-lasting  impacts 
for  many  participants,  teach¬ 
ing  skills  that  they  may  use 
for  life.  Ms.  Lilavois  said,  “I 
have  a  lot  of  kids  who  tell  me 
that  they  still  use  the  skills 
they  learned.  They’re  just 
important  skills  for  all  types 
of  relationships."  rev

Blood  drive  collects  lifesaving  pints

Dozens  of  students  and 
staff  donated  a  record¬ 
setting  number  of  pints 
of  blood  last  Thursday  in  a 
staging  area  set  up  in  the  re¬ 
gional  high  school’s  Perform¬ 
ing  Arts  Center  lobby. 

The  school’s  Student  Coun¬ 
cil,  its  advisor,  history  teacher 
Olsen  Houghton,  and  the 
American  Red  Cross  collabo¬ 
rated  to  organize  the  drive, 
which  was  held  during  the 
school  day.  Thirty-four  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers  donated  a 
total  of  37  pints  of  blood,  top¬ 
ping  last  fall’s  total  amount. 

Junior  Marlla  Lemos 
said,  “I  donated  because  it 
is  an  easy  way  to  help  many 
people,  in  a  big  way.”  Marlla 
chose  the  Double  Red  Cell 
blood  donation  type  where

an  apheresis  machine  collects 
the  red  cells  and  returns  most 
of  the  plasma  and  platelets 
to  the  donor.  By  choosing 
this  method,  Marlla  donated 
two  pints  of  blood  instead 
of  the  usual  one  pint  which 


took  an  extra  30  minutes  to 
complete.  “If  they  were  go¬ 
ing  to  stick  me  with  a  needle 
anyway,  1  might  as  well  give 
double  the  blood  in  one  do¬ 
nation,  she  said.”

(3neof  its  main  tea 
tures  is  allowing  for  anyone 
in  the  wcrrtd  to  upload  their 
code  to  the  website  for  oth 
ers  to  download.  He  present¬ 
ed  the  cube  in  the  classroom 
of  (Thris  Connors,  computer 
technologies  teacher,  for  two 
periods  and  an  hour-long  ses¬ 
sion  after  school. 

lunior  Dustin  McCord  said, 
“1  thought  the  cube  was  really 
interesting  because  of  all  the 
things  it  could  do.  It  made  me 
think  about  technology  and 
what  it  could  be  like  in  the 
future.” 

It  took  weeks  to  get  the  cube 
transferred  into  a  realistic 
prototype  from  a  design,  Mr. 
Hornstein  said.  “We  started 
off  with  static  prints,  but  peo¬ 
ple  wanted  to  see  them  move, 
so  we  decided  to  make  a  3D 
display.  We  did  a  lot  of  the 


work  on  our  own  because  we 
knew  It  would  be  constantly- 
changing.  After  threx’  weeks, 
we  had  a  prototype  that  we 
thought  was  marketable." 

Mr.  Connors  said,  "It's  valu¬ 
able  tor  students  to  work  with 
innovative  projects  and  for 


"It  was  interesting  because 
we  were  able  to  get  feedback 
that  we  wouldn’t  normally  be 
able  to  get.  There  was  such  a 
large  and  diverse  group.”  Mr 
t  iornstein  saw  how  people  in 
teracted  with  the  cube,  which

Flxplaining  how  such  a 
simple  task  can  make  a  large 
impact,  losie  said,  “It's  good 
to  show  people  the  need  for 
blood.  It’s  eye-opening  to  the 
students  Many  don’t  realize 
the  importance  that  it  has.” 

Other  members  of  the 
Student  Council  donated 
their  time  to  help  with  the 
blood  drive,  either  sitting  at 
tables  during  lunch  to  help 
students  sign  up  or  checking 
them  in  at  the  blood  drive.
